Probably  the  last  of  the  many  excit- 
ing man  hunts  in  w<hich  the  late  Supt. 
Hussey  figured  was  the  chase  and  cap- 
ture of  Bill  Miner,  who,  with  "Shorty" 
Dunn  and  "Slinger"  Woods,  held  up  the 
C.  P.  R.  express  near  Mission  in  the 
Xe.U  of  ISO"  and  e'rcured  a-  mnc'dc-abia 
amount  of  money  and  securities.  The 
daring  of  tho  robbers  and  the  subse- 
quent chase  participated  In  by  the  pro- 
vincial police,  North  West  Mounted  po 
lice  and  detectives  is  still  fresh  in  tbe 
mlnds  of  the  public, '  but  Superintend- 
ent Hussey's  pan  was  not  blazoned  to 
the  world  at  largo  to  the  same  extent 
as  were  Dhose  who  secured  the  lion's 
share   of   the   honor   of   the   capture. 

Superintendent   Hussey   was   in   charge 
of    the    man-hunt     which     was    success- 
fully   terminated     wlu  11    the    three    rob- 
bers   were    sentenced     to    life    imprison- 
ment  in    New   Westminster  penitentiary.

During  the  trial  of  .Miner  and  the 
others  at  Kamloops,  an  incident  occur- 
red, which  showed  that  the  wily  oii^ 
bandit  had  met  his  match  for  cunning. 
Following  the  train  robbery,  a  belt  was 
found  lying  by  the  side  of  the  railway 
track  near  the  spot  where  the  express 
car  had  been  rifled..  It  was  thought  the 
bidt  belonged  to  one  of  the  robbers,  but 
to  which  was  unknown.  It  would  prove 
a  strong  piece  of  evidence  If  the  indi- 
vidual lo  whom  the  belt  belonged  could 
be  ascertained,  as  it  would  show  beyond 
doiiht  that  he  was  in  the  immediate  vic- 
inity when  the  crime  was  perpetrated 
Superintendent  Hussey  devised  the 
scheme  tu  take  all  the  prisoners'  effects 
and  pile  them  together,  and  then  to  have  j 
the''  prisoners  select  th3ir  own  articles 
on  the  plea  that  the  authorities  were 
desirous'  that  each  jirlsoner  sliould  lose 
nothing.  Innocently  reposing  upon  the 
pile  of  revolvers,  belts  and  otlier  iiro- 
l.erty  taken  from  the  prisoners  when  ar- 
rested, was  the  belt  found  by  the  rail- 
way track.  Miner  was  first  brought  into 
the  room,  and  !n  an  offhand  way  Sup- 
erintendent Hussey  explained  to  him  the 
desire  of  the  authorities  that  each  pri- 
soner should  choose  his  efrocts.  Miner 
evidently  believed  the  superintendent 
bad.  some  ulterior  motive,  but  ho  was 
unable  to  fathom  it,  and  without  hesita- 
tion proceeded  to  -select  his  property, 
the  very  first  article  he  picked  up  oelng 
i  the  belt.  When  he  got  through  he  was 
asked  If  he  was  sure  everything  he  had 
picked  out  was  his,  and  he  averred  that 
such  was  the  caao.  It  was  not  until 
Miner  was  in  the  dock  and  Superintend- 
ent Hussey  was  giving  evidence  of  Mln- 
ei's  admission  that  the  belt  was  his  that 
tho  latter  saw  through  the  scheme. 
Afterwards  while  en  route  to  the  penl- 
tentlaryy  he  admitted  to  Superintendent 
Hussey  that  that  was  one  occasion 
when  he,  as  he  termed  it,  "gave  himself  j 
the  double  cross,"  1 

Tho  last  thing  Miner  said  to  Superln-  j 
tendent  Hussey  as  the  latter  left  tho 
penitentiary  to  return  to  Victoria  was 
that  If  he  was  still  In  J.1II  at  the  end  of 
a  year's  time  he  would  have  somethihg 
to  tell  the  superintendent.  Miner  es- 
caped, however,  and  Superintendent 
Hussey  never  learned  what  he  then  had 
In  tpind,  whother^lt  referred  to  the  spot 
where  was  hid  tife  securities  rifled  frorn 
the  express  car  or  some  other  informa- 
tion.
